The long-term, 14 year, Victory Loan 
bonds will earn interest at three percent. 
Held to maturity they will yield the buyer 
slightly more than this. 

The war has thus far been financed 
on a3 per cent basis. There has been no 
suggestion that the ‘rate should be higher. 
There has been criticism that 3 per cent is 
too high. There is now no possibility that 
the rate on future issues may be higher. 
There is a strong possibility that it will be 
lower. 

To float a new issue at a higher rate 
would depress the value of every bond 
that has thus far been bought, and these 
total more than $2,000,000,000, Something 
else, and something more serious would re- 
sult. The present holders of bonds would 
say they had been dealt with unfairly, and 
be unwilling to buy more. Everyone would 
be encouraged to hold back, in hope that 
still higher rates might be offered. It may 
be assumed as certain therefore that fu- 
ture issues are pegged at the top at 3 per 
cent. 

But there is no bottom peg. To reduce 
the rate on future issues would increase 
the value of the outstanding bonds, and 
encourage buying before another drop 
could oecur. Moreover, the carrying 
charges of the debt must be kept in hand. 
As the total rises, the pressure to move 
the rate downward will increase. 

It is altogether possible for these rea- 
sons that the bonds now on sale may offer 
the last chance buyers will have to get 3 
per cent for war money loaned to the Gov- 
ernment. A future rate of 2'% per cent, or 
even 2 per cent, quite conceivable 
should the present scale of spending have 
to be kept up, or increased, for another 
two or three years. 

This is a matter which the prospective 
buyer is entitled to take into considera- 
tion, and which he must take into consid- 
eration if he is depending on the income 
from war bonds to take care of him in 
case of future emergency or when old age 
comes, The return from the bonds now 
offered is as large aS any person has any 
ground to suppose will be obtained from 
war issues—or after-war issues, 

It is idle for anyone to hold back part 
of-his available money in hope that he may 
get higher-rated bonds later on. There 
won't be any higher-rated bonds. If the 
rate changes it will go down, not up; and 
there is reason to think it may go down 
substantially.

Dakar Next?

That possibility is evidently weighing on 
the minds of the Nazi headmen, So much 
that they invite an enlightening hint on 
the subject. 

The timing of this gesture of inquiry 
is significant. The submarine activity on 


the eastern coast of this continent has 
been diverted off-shore. It is now being 
carried on along the sea lanes in mid- 


ocean, in the central as well as the north- 
ern Atlantic. Some weeks ago Dakar was 
reported to have been virtually taken over 
by the Axis. Is that the base from which 
the campaign is now being conducted? 
In self-defence the Allies will even- 
tually have to take control of Dakar. 
They cannot do it any too soon, if men 
and equipment are available, Whether 
the time is ripe only the Allied leaders 
know. Laval and Stuelpnagel, by their 
anxiety om the subject, rather suggest 
they think it is.

For that we in Edmonton should be pro- 
foundly thankful. But the sham raid 
was not without its use, by any means. It 
is a dull mind that did not get somewhat 
nearer to realizing what horrors a real 
raid brings upon the people of a commun- 
ity; some way nearer to understanding 
what the people of Britain have endured 
and may have to endure again, what the 
people in the occupied countries have gone 
through and are still going through, and 
what our own raiders are doing in their 
nightly swoops upon enemy industrial and 
transportation centres. 

What could have been done to Edmon- 
ton that evening is being done every fair 
flying night to some city where plants are 
turning out tanks or planes or guns or 
submarines for the enemy. It was done 
earlier the same evening to Le Cruesot, 
where in seven minutes 842 tons of high 
explosive bombs were dropped on a muni- 
tions factory. 

It is in part to keep such blows raining 
on the enemy’s war machinery and to pre- 
vent him dealing such blows to Allied cities 
—Canadian cities included—that Edmon- 
ton people are asked to subscribe $5,464,- 
000 to the Victory Loan. Sunday night’s 
experience enables them to appreciate 
more clearly the vital necessity of keeping 
our bombers flying, and to appreciate also 
what havoc these are playing in the 
enemy’s production bases,

GOING FURTHER 


But even the remaining one-third 
dependance on imported foods 
being cut down; for the ships that 
carry tt are also needed to carry 
fanks and guns and fighter planes 

And so six million acres more 
than before the war have now been 
plowed up. In addition, every pri 
vate garden owner is urged to grow 
vegetables. and “dig for victory’ | 
has brought garden allotments up 
to one and three-qurater million 

You can see these by the road 
side everywhere as you pass, and 
every plot means that a housewife 4 
has gane out there with spade and 
hoe and rake and planted seed. 
She has been encouraged to do it 
and in cases where the husband 
was occupied with war work, the 
land is first plowed, to simplify 
the wife's digging problem. 

It Is stimulating to report that all 
transformation in the face of 
England has been done by the peo 
ple’s own will.
